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COAST GUARD ACADEMY 
GRADUATES 99 AT 
JUNE CEREMONY 


At the Coast Guard Academy’s sixty- 
first commencement, held at New Lon- 
don, Conn., on June 5, 102 students were 
graduated and 99 were commissioned 
ensigns in the Coast Guard. This is the 
last of the 3-year classes inaugurated 
during the war to speed up the produc- 
tion of future officers, the Academy now 
having reverted to its regular 4-year 
course of instruction. 

Commencement exercises were held in 
the Academy auditorium, and were 
opened by an invocation by the chaplain 
of the Coast Guard Training Station. 
The cadets were addressed by the Hon- 
orable Edward H. Foley, Jr., Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, after which 
the following prizes were awarded:

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COAST GUARD NEARS ITS 
DEMOBILIZATION GOAL 


Demobilization of the Coast Guard on 
June 30, the end of the 1945-46 fiscal 
year, was substantially completed ac- 
cording to the schedule prepared shortly 
after VJ-day. 

Total personnel demobilized by the 
Coast Guard had reached 148,536 on 
June 15. Of this number, 139,834 were 
enlisted personnel and 8,702 were com- 
missioned personnel. 

The average daily number of dis- 
charges of enlisted personnel for the 
week ending June 7 was 387; for the 
previous week—377. The highest daily 
number of discharges during the past 
week was effected during the 24-hour 
period ending 2460, June 4 when 534 
enlisted personnel were discharged. 

On June 15 there remained in the 
Coast Guard Reserve 855 male and 52 
Spar officers, and 2,227 male and 880 
Spar enlisted personnel. 


AUXILIARISTS DEMONSTRATE 
THEIR ENTHUSIASM AND 
EFFICIENCY 


As a part of a program to provide 


training for Auxiliarists and at the 
same time to secure assistance in the 
regular work of the Coast Guard, the 
Fourth Coast Guard District worked 
out a program under which, for a 
month, Auxiliary members stood 
watches in the active stations from 
Toms River to Cape May Point, N. J. 
This period extended from April 8 to 
May 8. 

Complete coverage of the tower 
watch was maintained in all stations 
except Atlantic City and Bonds Life 
boat Station, and at these stations the 
Auxiliarists supply a certain portion of 
the manning personnel. 

This tour of duty for the Auxiliarists 
was considered an excellent demonstra- 
tion of their enthusiasm and willingness 
to perform duty but, as a matter of 
regular practice, Auxiliarists will usu- 
ally be used only for emergency duty. 


1946 EDITIONS OF PACIFIC 
AND ATLANTIC COAST LIGHT 
LISTS SOON TO APPEAR 


The 1946 editions of the Light Lists 
for the Pacific and Atlantic coasts will 
soon make their appearance, the former 
scheduled for availability about June 19 
and the latter about July 11. 

The Pacific Coast Light List will in- 
clude all aids to navigation maintained 
by the Coast Guard on the Pacific coast 
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of the United States mainland, in the 
waters of Alaska, and in the Hawaiian 
area. 

The Atlantic Coast Light List con- 
sists of a single volume for the entire 
coast, similar to that published in 1945. 
It includes both lighted and unlighted 
aids for this area. 

Both lists have been corrected to 
March 1, where in past years they were 
corrected only to January 1 of the year 
in which issued. 


MAYPORT IS TO REPLACE 
CURTIS BAY AS THE EAST 
COAST TRAINING STATION 


Op 16 May 1946, the Coast Guard took 
custody of the buildings and grounds of 
NAAS, Mayport, Fla. This includes the 
runways and aviation facilities where 
the Coast Guard Air Station, St. Peters- 
burg, presently maintains an air detach- 
ment for rescue work. Mayport is to 
replace the Curtis Bay Training Station 
as the East Coast training station for 
the Coast Guard. The air station has 
mooring facilities for rescue and gen- 
eral purposes. Future plans call for 
commissioning a Coast Guard air sta- 
tion at Mayport which will operate as a 
unit under the Commander, Seventh 
Coast Guard District and which will in- 
clude a Rescue Control Center. 


1946 CONGRESSIONAL BOARD 
OF VISITORS MAKES INSPEC- 
TION OF ACADEMY 


Their visit marking the seventieth an- 
niversary of the Coast Guard Académy, 
the United States Senators and Repre- 
sentatives constituting the 1946 Board 
of Visitors, made an inspection of the 
Academy early in May, accompanied by 
the Commandant and other headquar- 
ters officers. Following their inspec- 
tion of the Academy buildings and 
grounds and the cadet corps, the Board 
met in formal session to hear the re- 
ports of the superintendent of the Acad- 
emy and others on the affairs of the in- 
stitution. 

The following Senators and Members 
of the House of Representatives were 
designated in January of this year to 
constitute the 1946 Board of Visitors 
to the United States Coast Guard 
Academy, pursuant to the act of July 
15, 1939. Senators: Hon. Josiah W. 
Bailey, ex officio member, chairman of 
the Commerce Committee of the Sen- 
ate; Hon. Charles C. Gossett, appointed 
by Senator Bailey; Hon. William F. 
Knowland, appointed by Senator 
Bailey; Hon. John L. McClellan, ap- 
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pointed by Senator Kenneth McKellar, 
President pro tempore of the Senate. 
Representatives: Hon. Schuyler O. 
Bland, ex officio member, chairman, 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries Com- 
mittee; Hon. Frank W. Boykin, ap- 
pointed by Representative Bland; Hon. 
James Domengeaux, appointed by Rep- 
resentative Bland; Hon. Christian A. 
Herter, appointed by Representative 
Bland; Hon. Ralph W. Gwinn, ap 
pointed by Representative Sam Ray- 
burn, Speaker of the House; Hon. Mrs, 
Chase G. Woodhouse, appointed by Rep- 
resentative Sam Rayburn, Speaker of 
the House; Hon. Hugh Peterson, of 
Georgia, was appointed by Representa- 
tive Bland in place of Representative 
Domengeaux, who resigned. 

On May 3, 1946, the following Mem- 
bers left Washington, D. C.: Hon. Wil- 
liam F. Knowland, Hon. Schuyler O. 
Bland, Hon. Christian A. Herter, and 
Hon. Mrs. Chase G. Woodhouse. They 
were accompanied by Admiral J. F. Far- 
ley, Commandant of the Coast Guard; 
Commodore Ellis Reed-Hill ; Capt. A. C. 
Richmond ; and Lt. Comdr. C. W. Schuh. 
After arrival in New London, Conn., the 
Board was joined by Representative 
Gwinn. 

The visit of the Board this year 
marked the seventieth anniversary of 
the Academy as a national institution, 
its genesis having been the establish- 
ment of a school of prospective officers 
of the old Revenue Cutter Service in 
1876. Originally located in New Bed- 
ford, Mass., the school was moved to 
Baltimore in 1900 and to New London 10 
years later. The physical plant of the 
Academy at New London was author- 
ized*by congressional appropriation in 
1929, and the buildings were completed 
in 1982. In 1940 the Academy was ac- 
credited by the Association of American 
Universities and awards the degree of 
bachelor of science. The facilities of 
the Academy were expanded in 1941 to 
meet the increased needs of the service. 

Saturday morning, May 4, was given 
over to a thorough inspection of the vari- 
ous departments of the Academy with 
demonstrations of the methods of in- 
struction used. The entire physical 
plant was inspected and upon the com- 
pletion of this, the party reviewed the 
cadet battalion at 12:15 p.m. Lunch- 
eon was then served for the board of 
visitors and each member was seated in 
the cadet mess hall with cadets from his 
State or district. At 2 p. m. the formal 
meeting of the Board was held in the 
academic board room. At 4 p. m. the 
band and guard rendered honors at the 
flagpole after which the party entrained 
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for Washington, arriving at 11 p. m. that 
evening. 

At the official meeting of the Board at 
2 p. m. on Saturday, the Honorable Wil- 
liam F. Knowland, Senator from Cali- 
fornia, was elected chairman following 
the procedure of electing a Senator and 
Representative on alternate years as 
chairman. Commodore Reed-Hill acted 
as Official secretary and recorder. 

The superintendent of the Academy 
was invited to appear before the Board 
and submitted his report. The super- 
intendent went into considerable detail 
explaining this report and replying to 
questions of the Board. Following the 
superintendent, Capt. Edward B. Harp, 
Jr., United States Navy, the Academy 
chaplain, was invited to appear and dis- 
cuss the need for a chapel for the Acad- 
emy, which has appeared as a recom- 
mendation of several previous boards of 
visitors. The chaplain expressed to the 
Board the keen interest of the cadet 
corps as a body, in religious activities 
with which he was charged, and stated 
the difficulties and handicaps with 
which he was faced in not having a 
chapel on the reservation. He stressed 
the importance of the Academy and the 
work it is doing and how much a chapel 
and memorial building would mean to 
the cadet corps. 

Upon completion of their statements 
and the Board’s discussion of the mat- 
ters under consideration, the Board 
adopted the following recommenda- 
tions: (a) That the necessary steps be 
taken to acquire for the use of the 
United States Coast Guard Academy 
the properties known as the College 
Heights housing development; (b), that 
the superintendent and proper officers 
of the Academy be authorized to pro- 
ceed to change the entrance gate on Mo- 
hican Avenue and to advise with the 
State and local authorities to eliminate 
the traffic hazard as far as possible; 
(c) that proceedings be instituted to 
acquire the land necessary to build a 
chapel and the architectural services 
required; (d) that the water-front de- 
velopment recommended in the report 
of the Board of Visitors last year is re- 
newed: (1) That the water-front area 
east of the railroad tracks be .bulk- 
headed and filled to provide additional 
playing fields for baseball, soccer, and 
football ; (2) that a rigging-loft building 
to take care of the storage of the sails 
and equipment of the Academy’s sail- 
ing fleet be constructed on this filled 
area; (€) that the boathouse on Jacobs 
Rock, on which construction was stopped 
at the beginning of the war, be com- 
pleted as planned when materials are 
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available; (f) that a new wing to Sat- 
terlee Hall be completed to contain a 
lecture hall, drafting room, and addi- 
tional facilities for physics and chemis- 
try; (g) that proceedings be instituted 
for the appropriation of $50,000 for an 
addition to McAllister Hall to accom- 
modate a new ship’s boiler. 

Before adjourning from this meeting, 
Cadet Battalion Commander W. QO. 
Henry was requested to appear before 
the Board. All officers and personnel 
connected with the administration of 
the Academy were excused from the 
meeting while the Board interviewed 
this cadet. 

The Chairman of the Board expressed 
the feeling of the Board as having been 
favorably impressed by the very high 
standards of the Coast Guard Academy 
and that it is a splendid institution, and 
one in which the Board will take a great 
interest in the years ahead. The Board 
expressed its interest in practical meth- 
ods to publicize the advantages to a 
young man of an education at the Coast 
Guard Academy and a career in the 
Coast Guard. 

Excerpts from the report of the super- 
intendent of the Academy, Rear Adm. 
James Pine, follow: Since last year’s 
meeting of the Board of Visitors on May 
4 and 5, 1945, the principal occurrences 
have been the discontinuance of all war- 
time training in August 1945, the return 
of the Coast Guard to the Treasury 
Department on January 1, 1946, and the 
rapid demobilization of the service sub- 
sequent to these events. During the 
year committees acting for the Philip 
pine, Chinese, and Indian Navies visited 
the Academy for the purpose of study- 
ing its curriculum and methods in con- 
nection with the establishment of of- 
ficers’ training schools in their respec- 
tive countries. 

The return of the Coast Guard to the 
Treasury Department placed on a 
peacetime basis the performance of the 
civil functions of the service. Many of 
the wartime responsibilities still con- 
tinue, however. Even now the Coast 
Guard is manning many Navy~-trans- 
pofts, DH’s, and other vessels. The per- 
formance of civil functions of the Coast 
Guard in the fields of law enforcement 
and maritime safety have been made 
more difficult by the increased demands 
resulting fram the expansion of trans- 
oceanic flying necessitating additional 
airplanes, weather patrol and station 
ships, increased air-sea rescue facilities 
and by the technical advances in com- 
munications in loran and direction find- 
ing techniques requiring increased per- 
sonnel and facilities. 
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Although the training of Reserve of- 
ficers under the wartime program was 
discontinued immediately after the ces- 
sation of hostilities, the training of reg- 
ular cadets has continued without 
change. Release of Reserve officers and 
enlisted personnel in connection with 
demobilization has reduced the officer 
personnel from 138 to 65 and the en- 
listed personnel from 709 to 326. 

There are at present three classes of 
regular cadets. The class of 1947, due 
to graduate on June 5, 1946, is the last 
class under the 3-year war curriculum. 
The classes of 1948 and 1949 are on the 
revised 4-year curriculum. No gradu- 
ation is scheduled for 1947. Statistics 
for the three classes now under instruc- 
tion are as follows:

Within the past year 97 regular cadets 
and 148 Reserve officer candidates have 
been commissioned—a total of 245 of- 
ficers. During the war the Academy 
trained and commissioned 376 regular 
cadets, 4,726 Reserve officer candidates, 
including 830 of the Women’s Reserve, 
a total of 5,102 officers at the rate of 
about 1,700 a year.

FOURTH DISTRICT LEAGUE

L, T. Chalker (ret.), and 
Capt. A. C. Marts, former director of 
the Temporary Reserve Division. Lt. 
Comdr. William Helvestine, executive 
secretary of the league, was also in 
attendance. 

The delegates to this meeting repre- 
sented 1,783 members of the league re- 
Siding in the Fourth Coast Guard 
District. 


CALIFORNIA MAKES THE T. RB.’S 
ELIGIBLE FOR VETERANS’ 
WELFARE BENEFITS 


The attorney general of the State of 
California has ruled that all benefits of 
the California Veterans’ Welfare Act 
are available to persons who served 
honorably with the Coast Guard Tem- 
porary Reserve, either ashore or afloat. 

The ruling is based upon language 
incorporated in the California act at 
the recent special session of the State 
legislature. State Senator John F. 
Shelly, former member of the VPSF and . 
charter member of the San Francisco 
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chapter, sponsored revision of the lan- 
guage from “persons honorably dis- 
charged” to “persons who served honor- 
ably and were separated from the serv- 
ice under conditions other than dis- 
honorable.” 

Explaining his reason for requesting 
this revision of the act, Senator Shelley 
pointed out that many California men 
and women are being placed on “in- 
active status in the Reserve” instead of 
being “discharged” from military serv- 
ice. The old language of the act pro- 


hibited such California veterans from. 


any benefits of the Veterans’ Welfare 
Act. 


AUXILIARISTS COMBINE BOAT 
TRAINING WITH PERFORM- 
ANCE OF ESSENTIAL 
DUTIES 


During the present shortage of regu- 
lar personnel, resulting from unavoid- 
able delays in reallocation, the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary has been called upon 
to assist the Service and has responded 
with characteristic enthusiasm. Many 
stations as well as certain small craft 
are being manned on a part- or full-time 
basis by the Auxiliary. Practical small 
boat training is at the present time being 
combined with the performance of essen- 
tial Coast Guard duty. A report from 
the Fifth Coast Guard District for the 
last 20 days in May covers Auxiliary ac- 
tivities typical of many districts. These 
activities are exclusive of normal unit 
meetings and classes. 

11 May.—The Portsmouth and Nor- 
folk flotillas manned the CG-83445, and 
the CG-83470 on a cruise to Yorktown. 
Enroute to Norfolk, the CG-83470 as- 
sisted the disabled schooner yacht Kitty- 
wake, towing her to Gloucester Point. 

12 May.—Flotilla 5, Division V (New- 
port News), on board the CG—83445, 
cruising up the James River, notified 
via radio the Dan Towing Co. that this 
eompany’s tug Teal was disabled with 4 
burned out bearing, and was anchored 
near the laid-up fleet in the James River. 

18 May.—In accordance with orders 
from operations, Fifth Coast Guard Dis- 
trict, 60 members of the Junior Cham- 
ber of Commerce, attending the State 
convention of that organization at 
Ocean View, were taken on an inspec- 
tion of Hampton Roads on board the 
CG—83445 and CG-83470. These boats 
were manned by Fiotilla 8, Division V, 
and Flotilla 2, Division V, respectively. 

19 May.—Fiotilla 2, Division V, on 
board the COG-83470 cruised in the 
Hampton Roads area for training. Fio- 
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tilla 6, Division 1, patrolled the An- 
napolis Yacht Club’s sailing race. 

24 May.—Fiotilla 8, Division V, on 
board the CG-83445 was assigned to 
boarding duty rendering this service to 
the United States Customs Service, re- 
lieving the regular boarding tub Nave- 
sink. 

25 May.—Flotilla 8, Division V, 
manned the C@—83445 for boarding duty. 
A crew from Flotilla 8, Division V, de- 
parted for Wilmington, N. C., on the 
CG-38 in accordance with operations or- 
ders, Fifth Coast Guard District. Ar- 
rangements were made with the divi- 
sion captain at Wilmington to insti- 
tute a fire-prevention patrol along the 
Wilmington waterfront. A crew from 
Flotilla 1, Division V, manned the CG- 
88420 and sailed this picket boat from 
Berkley. to Richmond, Va., and began a 
fire-protection patrol of the Richmond 
waterfront.

KOSSLER AWARDED COMMEN- 
DATION RIBBON POST- 
HUMOUSLY 
The Navy Commendation ribbon has 


been awarded posthumously to Capt. 
William J. Kossler, USCG, for outstand- 


' ing performance of duty in connection 


with helicopter developments for service 
use since May 24, 1940. “Because of his 
broad vision and his confidence in the 
principle of rotary-wing aircraft,” the 
citation read, “Captain Kossler recom- 
mended its adaptation for military and 
Coast Guard rescue use and was instru- 
mental in establishing an effective train- 
ing program in the Coast Guard Air Sta- 
tion in Brooklyn, N. Y. Subsequently 
important rescue was performed, prov- 
ing his theory of the adaptability and 
ultimate usefulness of the helicopter.” 

Capt. William J. Kossler was born 
November 27, 1896, in Pittsburgh, Pa. 
In 1918 he was appointed ensign (engi- 
neering) in the Coast Guard. He had 
an excellent record as an engineering 
officer, and qualified for line duty in 
1935, after service on the Tampu, Modoc, 
and other ships and stations. 

For 18 months he was captain of the 
successful Coast Guard rifle team which 
won the National. Regional Association 
matches at Quantico, Va., in 1982. Cap- 
tain Kossler won a letter of commenda- 
tion from the Commandant for building 
up the team. 

In 1935 Captain Kossler was assigned 
to Pensacola for flight training, where 
he graduated high in his class. In June 
1936, he assumed command of the 
Charleston, 8, ©. Coast Guard Air 
Station. 

From May 1940 to 1945, he was chief 
of the Aviation Engineering Division at 
Coast Guard Headquarters, and it was 
for his advancement of helicopter use 
in that assignment that he is awarded 
the commendation posthumously. 

Captain Kossler became ill in March 
1945 and died in November of that year. 
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TWO SERIES OF HEADQUARTERS 
DIRECTIVES ARE COMBINED 


Headquarters has announced the com- 
bining of the series of instructions 
known as Commandant’s Circulars and 
Headquarters Circulars. No further 
Headquarters Circulars will be issued, 
and all directives of this type will, in 
the future, be issued as Commandant’s 
Circulars. 

To facilitate the use of the directives 
in these series, Headquarters has just 
issued an index of all such circulars still 
in effect. 


HEADQUARTERS APPROVES 
PLAN FOR COURTESY 
BOAT INSPECTIONS 
BY AUXILIARY 


The chief function of the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary being the promotion of safety 
among operators of small privately 
owned craft through training and the 
encouragement of approved boat han- 
dling practices, Headquarters has ap- 
proved a plan for courtesy boat inspec- 
tions. This plan provides that specially 
selected members of the Coast Guard 
Auxiliary would be available to inspect 
any privately owned small craft the 
owner of which requested advice on the 
equipment required by law and other 
approved practices. Such inspections 
are purely advisory and are not for the 
purpose of obtaining evidence of vio- 
lations. 

The courtesy inspection plan origi- 
nated in a Coast Guard district, and has 
such merit that headquarters is recom- 
mending the procedure to other districts. 
In this district, especially trained mem- 
bers of the Auxiliary have been utilized 
in a program of courtesy or advisory 
boat inspections at yacht clubs, boat 
harbors, fishermen’s unions, and other 
assembly points of motorboats and 
yachts. 

It is recommended that this project 
be implemented as follows: These ad- 
visory inspections will be arranged 
through yacht clubs, fishermen’s unions, 
or with the local Auxiliary Flotilla 
Commander. In general the inspection 
should accomplish three purposes: To 
determine if the owner is or is not com. 
plying with required laws and to advise 
him accordingly. To advise the owner 
as to recommended equipment and 
maintenance not required by law, but 
which are designed to increase safety in 
boat operation. To supply information 
concerning the Coast Guard and the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary, the facilities 
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each have to offer in the area, and the 
educational and practical value that 
membership in the Auxiliary has for 
the motorboat owner. 

Since the intent of the Auxiliary Act 
forbids members of the Auxiliary to ex- 
ercise police duties of the Coast Guard, 
no official report of violations will be 
made. It should, therefore, be pointed 
out to everyone connected with the 
project, and especially the motorboat 
owner, that the inspection is made as 
a courtesy and is for the sole purpose 
of assisting and advising in the interest 
of saving life and property. ‘ 

Auxiliarists who perform this duty 
must be especially selected for their 
tact, knowledge of the motorboat laws 
and equipment, and interest in this par- 
ticular program. Those selected for this 
work should be carefully instructed as 
to proper boarding methods and pro- 
cedures. A regular commissioned officer 
should check and approve those auxil- 
iarists chosen for this important duty. 


NEW LAW CONTINUES 
MILITARY ABSENTEE 
VOTING FACILITIES 


A new servicemen’s voting law, re- 
cently passed by Congress, continues the 
wartime facilities for absentee voting 
by military personnel. While now op- 
erating again under the Treasury De- 
partment, the Coast Guard under the 
provisions of this new law, will continue 
to supply its personnel with information 
regarding elections and facilitate their 
voting in accordance with various State 
laws. 

The Congress has recently passed, and 
the President has signed, a new service- 
men’s voting law, Public Law 348, Sev- 
enty-ninth Congress. This law recom- 
mends appropriate legislation to all 
States to enable each person in the 
armed forces and certain others absent 
from their place of residence to vote 
exclusively by State absentee ballot in 
any primary, special or general election 
held in their election district. In addi- 
tion, provisions were enacted to afford 
ample opportunity for each such person 
to vote for Federal, State, and local 
officials, and to utilize absentee balloting 
procedures of the various States to the 
greatest extent possible. This law is 
applicable to each person absent from 
the place of his residence and serving 
in the armed forces of the United States 
or in the Merchant Marine of the United 
States, or who is a civilian outside the 
continental United States, who is eli- 
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gible to vote in any election district or 
precinct. 

The policy of the Coast Guard is to 
provide maximum aid in exercising vot- 
ing rights to service personnel and cer- 
tain others to whom the law is appli- 
cable, and over whom the Coast Guard 
is exercising command functions. 

This law requires the Coast Guard 
insofar as practicable and compatible 
with military operations to (a) have 
printed and make available upon re- 
quest to each person to whom the law 
applies, special postcards for request- 
ing State absentee ballots for voting in 
any general, primary or special election. 
Such post cards must be made available 
outside of the United States not later 
than August 15 and inside the United 
States not later than September 15 prior 
to any general election for which elec- 
tors for the President and Vice Presi- 
dent or Senators and Representatives 
in Congress are to be voted. The spe- 
cial post cards referred to above will be 
known as Standard Form 76. USWBC 
Form No. 1 may be used until the sup- 
ply is exhausted. (0b) Facilitate trans- 
mission, delivery and return (by air- 
mail ballots executed outside of the 
continental United States) post cards, 
ballots, envelopes, and instructions for 
voting procedure mailed to and by 
persons to whom the law applies and 
cooperate in the execution by such 
persons of oaths in connection with 
absentee ballots. (c) Make available to 
all persons to whom the law applies so 
much election information as may be 
received from secretaries of state in 
accordance with the law. 

Further details regarding the Coast 
Guard’s methods of handling voting 
matters‘are contained in Personnel Cir- 
cular 21-46, entitled “Voting by mem- 
bers of the armed forces and certain 
others absent from the place of their 
residence.” \ - 

Servicemen who are eligible may vote 
in the following State elections to be 
held in July and August by submitting 
a post-card application for a _ ballot 
(UOSWBC Form No. 1) which may be 
secured from the ship or station voting 
officer. Unless otherwise indicated, all 
elections are primary elections for the 
nomination of candidates for congres- 
sional offices including United States 
Senator in some cases. In many States 
State officials and legislators and local 
Officials are also to be nominated. Post- 
ecard applications for ballots should be 
mailed so they will reach election offi- 
cials about the time the ballots will be 
available for mailing.
